REGULATIONS FOR HIS MAJESTY'S LEVEES. 

In future, at all Levees, which will be held at twelve o'clock noon, 
instead of two o'clock as heretofore, Cards of Admission will be 
required, whether for Presentation or Attendance, as the numbers at 
each of these Ceremonies must be limited. 

The following are the rules to be observed : 

Attendances and Presentations. 
(i) All officers, whether on the active or retired lists, of the Royal 
Navy and the Royal Marines, of whatever rank, will communicate 
with and obtain their cards from the Private Secretary to the First 
Lord of the Admiralty. All civil officers of the Admiralty Will 
follow the same rule. 

(2) All officers, whether on the active or retired lists, of the Army, 
Militia, Yeomanry, or Volunteers, of whatever rank, except those on 
the Indian and Colonial establishments, will communicate with and 
obtain their cards from the Adjutant-General at the War Office. 

(3) All officers of the Indian Civil Service and of the Indian 
Army, of whatever rank, whether on the active or retired lists, will 
communicate with and obtain their cards from the Private Secretary 
to the Secretary of State, at the Indian Office, Whitehall. 

(4) All officers of the Colonial Service and Colonial Forces, of 
whatever rank, whether on the active or retired lists, will communicate 
with and obtain their cards from the Colonial Office, Whitehall, with 
the exception of Officers of the local Forces of the Colonies possessing 
responsible Government, who will apply to the War Office for their 
cards for attendance or for presentation by the Adjutant-General. 
The application must in all cases be supported by a credential from 
the Governor or Officer Commanding the local Forces of the Colony. 
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(5) Similarly, all Gentlemen connected with the Foreign Office, the 
Home Office, Officials connected with the Houses of Parliament or 
any Government Department, will communicate with and obtain their 
cards for attendance or presentation at Levees from the Department 
under which they serve. 

(6) Judges, Law offi.cers. King's Counsel, and all Legal Officials 
holding appointments under the Crown, are requested to make their 
applications through the Secretary to the Lord Chancellor. 

(7) Peers, Bishops, Members of Parliament, Clergy of all Denomi- 
nations, and all gentlemen other than the above-mentioned, will be 
good enough to communicate with the Lord Chamberlain at St. 
James's Palace, when they will each be furnished with a card of 
admission for use at the Levee. 

The names, both for attendance and presentation, must be received 
at the various Offices above indicated not later than eight days prior 
to the date of each Lev^e, except in the case of Officers who make 
application to the ^^'ar Office, where, owing to the large number of 
applications to be dealt with, fourteen days before the date of each 
Lev^e will be required.

REGULATIONS FOR THEIR MAJESTIES' 
COURTS. 

Attendance and Presentation at Court will be by Invitation 
only, conveyed through the Lord Chamberlain. 

Ladies who have already been presented at Court and who are 
desirous of being invited to these Courts are requested to send in 
their names, together with those of their husbands, if they have been 
presented, to the Lord Chamberlain's Office, St. James's Palace, as 
soon as possible. Should they desire to make a presentation, the 
name of the Lady to be presented should be sent in at the same time. 
The Lord Chamberlain will be glad if Ladies will state, in addition, 
when it will be most convenient to ' them to pay their respects to 
Their Majesties. 

Gentlemen who come in attendance on their families are not 
expected to pass the Presence. 

A Lady who makes a presentation to Their Majesties must be 
personally acquainted with and responsible for the Lady she presents. 
She must, herself, attend the Court, and cannot present more than 
one Lady in addition to her daughter or daughter-in-law. 

The Courts will be held in the evening. 

The Dress Regulations are : — Ladies : Full Court Dress with 
feathers and trains. Gentlemen : Full Court Dress. 

N.B. — The following notice was published by authority on 
February nth, 1901 : — 

" The Lord Chamberlain is authorised by the King to give notice 
that Ladies and Gentlemen who have been presented at Drawing 
Rooms and Levies held during the reign of Her late Majesty Queen 
Victoria, will not require to be again presented to Their Majesties 
the King and Queen." 
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SCALE OF GENERAL OR SOCIAL PRECEDENCE. 

The precedence here indicated is that which is known as general 
or social precedence, and is admitted on all occasions and in all 
society. The Clergy, the Bar, the Military, and other classes have 
amongst themselves a certain relative rank ; but such relative rank is 
peculiar to each of these classes, and gives them no position on the 
general or social scale.

* Her Majesty Queen Victoria was pleased to approve of a Kule of Pre- 
cedence applicable to Ireland by which, for the future, all Prelates of the Protestant 
Episcopalian Church in Ireland, and all Prelates of the Roman Catholic Church 
in Ireland, are to have precedence as hereafter set forth, viz., all Archbishops of 
the Protestant Episcopalian Church in Ireland, and all Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishops in Ireland, are to have in Ireland the precedence which belonged tc 
Archbishops of the Established Church of Ireland before the passing of the Irish 
Church Act, 1869, and are to take rank inter se according to the dates of con-

(ffi) Her Majesty Queen Victoria was pleased, by warrant dated 12 Oct., 1885, 
to declare that the Judges of the County Courts in Ireland shall be each called,

The Dress Coat is lappelled and may be faced with silk. 

The Breeches are made of plain Black Evening Dress Material, and 
have three small black cloth or silk buttons at the knees, and 
small jet buckles or a black buckle covered by tie ends of 
black ribbon. 

Pantaloons are made of plain Black Evening Dress Material, and 

reach to the ankles. 
Plain Court Shoes with bows are worn, no buckles. 

An Opera Hat or High Silk Hat should be used with this order 

of dress. 
A Black Inverness Cape or Opera Cloak, or a long full dark 

Overcoat should be worn. 

A White Evening Dress Bow Necktie is always worn with this 

order of dress, and White Gloves. 
The Bishops and Clergy wear Frock Dress as described in 

"Clergy," pages 44-45. 
The Ambassador and Diplomatic Staff from the United 

States and Switzerland are permitted to wear Frock Dress 

at Courts, State Balls, State Concerts, &c. (See " Corps

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WINDSOR UNIFORM. 
WORN ONLY AT WINDSOR CASTLE* 

The Windsor Uniform is worn by the Royal Family and certain 

Officers of the Household,! &c., and consists of: — 

Evening Dress Coat of Blue Cloth, lappelled, and with collar and 

cuffs (the latter not too broad) of Scarlet Cloth. The collar has 

notched ends. There are three buttons at the cuff. Black Silk 

linings. 

BuTTONS.^ — Gilt mounted of Garter Star within Garter, surmounted 
with the Imperial Crown. 

Morning or Evening Trousers and Waistcoat. 

The Star and Broad Riband of an Order, and the badge of an 
Order worn on a riband round the neck, will be worn by those 
entitled. Other Decorations and Medals are worn in miniature.

Plain Patent Leather Boots are worn with Trousers.

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HIS MAJESTY'S HOUSEHOLD. 

The schedules of the officers of each department of the Royal 
Household entitled to wear the uniform, have been arranged from 
time to time by Royal Command, and cannot be added to without 
the King's express sanction. 

There are five classes, of which the ist, 2nd, and 3rd have a full 
dress coat. 

The 4th and 5th Class have the same coat for Full Dress and 
Levee Dress. 

Full Dress is worn at Drawing Rooms, Courts, State Balls, 
State Concerts, &c. 

Levee Dress is worn at Levies and other ceremonies when Full 
Dress is not worn. 

The King has commanded that officers of superior Naval and 
Military rank in his Majesty's Household, should have the option of 
wearing Naval or Military uniform.

Blue 
Cloth back strap with a large button at each end. Two cross 
pockets at the sides and one inside the breast. The Coat lined 
with Scarlet Italian or Ratinette. There are no shoulder straps 
or sword flaps on the Coat. Loose round cuffs, six inches deep. 
Gilt buttons of the pattern worn with the Levee Dress. Cape 
of blue cloth, to reach to the knuckles. Lined Black. Four 
small gilt buttons down front and a Gilt Hook and chain at the 
neck. The Cape should button on to the collar of the Coat, 
but the Coat and Cape may be worn together or separately. 

Cap. — Blue Cloth; with a peak of Blue Cloth. Black oakleaf 
mohair band, i\ inches wide, with a row of narrow gold braid 
within a narrow band of scarlet cloth at the top and bottom. 
A scarlet welt in the top seam. Small gold braided figure on 
the top. A small button on each side. 
For Mourning. — Black Crepe band, 35 inches wide, worn on 

the left arm above the elbow. 

The Civil Uniform is worn only during tenure of Office, or on 

retirement, by special permission of the Sovereign. 

EVENING DRESS H.M. HOUSEHOLD. 

Evening Dress Coat. — Of Blue Cloth, with Black Velvet 
collar (the collar cut with notched ends). Black Silk linings. 
Four buttons on each front, two at the waist behind, and two 
at the bottom of the skirts. Two small gilt buttons on each. cuff. 

Buttons. — Flat Gilt, engraved with the Royal Cypher and Imperial 
Crown.

The schedules of the Officers of each Department of His 
Majesty's Civil Service entitled to wear the Uniform, have been 
arranged from time to time by Royal Command, and cannot be added 
to without the King's express sanction. 

There are five classes, of which the ist and 2nd only have a full 
dress coat. The same pattern coat is worn by the 3rd, 4th, and 5th 
Classes for full dress and levde dress. 

Full Dress is worn at Drawing Rooms, Courts, State Balls, 
State Concerts, &c. 

Lev£e Dress is worn at Levees and other Ceremonies when Full 
Dress is not worn. 

FULL DRESS. 

Blue Cloth, single breasted, stand 
collar. The collar and cuffs of Black Velvet ; pocket flaps of 
blue cloth ; the fronts to hook and eye ; nine buttons on the 
left front (not to button), two at the waist behind, and two at 
the bottom of the back skirts.

Gentlemen in the India Office who have held the appointments of 
Member of Council, Lieutenant-Governor, Chief Com- 
missioner, or Secretary to the Government of India, are 

allowed to wear at this Court (on permission being obtained through 
the Secretary of State) the Class of Uniform, so far as it corresponds 
with the Civil Uniform recognised at the Court of St. James, to which 
their Offices in India have respectively entitled them. 

Diplomatic Agents of the Government of India when accom- 
panying Native Princes or Chiefs in this country, or when on leave, 
are permitted to wear at this Court their Indian Uniforms as assigned 
to them by the Government of India (" Memorandum of Political 
Uniforms, 30th March, 1893 "). 

Members of the Indian Civil Service, not being Diplo- 
matic Agents, to whom the Political Uniform has been extended, are 
accorded a similar privilege. 
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H.M. MOST HONOURABLE PRIVY COUNCIL, 

Lords {i.e. Members) of H.M, Privy Council not hold- 
ing Naval or Military Rank, or entitled to wear uniform, will wear 
the orders of dress prescribed for the ist Class of the Civil Service 
<page 23). 

Cabinet Ministers being also Privy Councillors, wear the 
Civil Uniform, ist Class, and continue to do so after giving up Seals 
of Ofifice, the rule as to wearing Civil Uniform only during tenure of 
office, not applying to Members of the Privy Council.

The front edges are furred with Miniver 
and there is a collar of Miniver and a deep Cape of Miniver 
pure, and powdered with bars or rows of Ermine (i.e., narrow 
pieces of black fur) according to degree. 
For a Duke, four Rows. 
„ „ Marquis, three rows and a half. 
„ an Earl, three rows. 
,, a Viscount, two rows and a half 
„ „ Baron, two rows. 
The Robe is worn over the Full Dress Regimentals, or Uniform of 
any rank or appointment held, or over a Court Suit of Black 
Velvet with gilt buttons and buckles, and lace bands and ruffles. 
Coronets are made of Silver Gilt, with Crimson Velvet Cap with a 
gold tassel in the centre, and a border of powdered Miniver 
below the circlet. The circlet is chased and above it there are 
For a Duke, eight Gold Strawberry Leaves. 
„ „ Marquis, four Gold Strawberry Leaves and four Silver 
Balls. 

For an Earl. Above the Rim, on Points are eight Silver 
Balls. Gold Strawberry Leaves between the Points. 

For a Viscount. Immediately above and adjoining the Rim 
are sixteen Silver Balls. 

For a Baron. The Circlet is plain and above the rim are 
six Silver Balls at equal distances. 

No jewels or precious stones are used in the Coronets, or 
counterfeit pearls instead of silver balls. The Coronets of 
Peeresses are reduced facsimiles of those of the Peers. 
The Peers' Robe of Scarlet Cloth (known as the "Parlia- 
mentary Robe " ) is of Scarlet Superfine Cloth, with Ermine and 
Gold Lace, and is trimmed according to rank. It is worn only in 
the House of Lords or when the Peers proceed as a body to a Church 
Service or other Ceremony. 

It is worn over uniform by the Members of the Government or of 
the King's Household, and over morning dress on ordinary occasions. 
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ORDERS, DECORATIONS, AND MEDALS. 

WITH UNIFORM. 

Orders, Decorations, and Medals are worn at Court on all 
occasions. 

Decorations and Medals are worn on all occasions when the 
Sovereign or the Representative of the Sovereign is present, on the 
celebration of the birthday of the Sovereign, and on all State 
Occasions. 

On ordinary days the Riband and Badge, and Star of the 
several orders only are to be worn. 

On Collar Days the Knights of the Several Orders wear the 
Collar and Badge,* as also the Star. When the Collar is 
worn the Riband (with its Badge) of the same order should not be 
worn. 

If a Knight possesses two or more Orders which entitles him to 
the Collar of each, he may wear one or more of the Collars at 
pleasure as well as the Stars. 

Note. — The Collar is never worn after sunset. 

Knights Grand Cross and Knights Grand Commanderst 
of British Orders will wear the Broad Ribands of the Orders to which 
they belong over the Right or Left Shoulder, according to the 
Regulations of the Order, and under the Shoulder Sash or Shoulder 
Belt of Military Uniforms. Stars of Orders will be worn when the 
Riband is worn, but in "Review Order" at other than Court 
Ceremonies and public functions, the Star or Stars will be worn 
without the Broad Riband. 



* There is no Collar with the Royal Victorian Order. 

t When the Broad Riband is worn with Velvet or Cloth Court Dress, it is 
worn under the Coat, but over the Waistcoat.

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At Reviews and Ceremonies when the orders are "Review Order, 
Staff in Blue," one Star may be worn with the Frock Coat. 

The Stars of British Orders are worn on the Left Breast. 

The Stars of Foreign Orders on the Right or Left Breast, 
according to the Regulations laid down by the Sovereign by whom 
they are conferred. 

The Order of Merit is worn suspended round the neck. There 
is no Miniature of this Order. 

Knights Commanders and Commanders of the several 
Orders, when in Uniform, wear the Riband under the Collar of the 
Coat, so that the Badge may hang outside about two inches below the 
bottom edge of the Collar. 

Other Orders, Decorations, and Medals are worn on the Left 
Breast of the Coat. They are worn in a horizontal line, suspended 
from a single bar (of which the buckle must not be seen), or stitched 
on to the garment and placed in line between the first and second 
buttons from the top. The Buckles attached to the Ribbons of the 
3rd Class of the Orders of the Bath and St. Michael and St. George 
should be seen. (See page 84.) 

When Decorations and Medals cannot, on account of their 
number, be suspended from the bar so as to be fully seen, they are to 
overlap. 

Military Medals are to be worn in the order of the Campaigns, 
the first being placed farthest from the Left Shoulder. {See page 84.) 

Medals awarded by the Royal Humane Society are worn on the 
Right Breast. 

Members and Honorary Members of the Order of the 
Hospital of S, John of Jerusalem will wear the Badge of the 
Order. 

In Foreign Countries Orders, Decorations, and Medals will be 
worn when Foreign Officers and Officials wear theirs. 
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Orders, Decorations, and Medals are not worn upon Undress 
Uniform, Great Coats, Or White Clothing, except when the latter is 
used as Review Order. 

Miniature Orders, Decorations, and Medals are worn with 
Military Mess Dress : spfecial Regulations for which will be published 
in " Dress Regulations for the Army." 



WITH UNDRESS MILITARY UNIFORM. 

Ribbons only of Decorations and Medals will be worn with 
Undress Uniform. These ribbons will be half an inch in depth and 
sewn on the Uniform or worn on a bar, but the bar must not be 
seen. There should be no interval between the ribbons, and they 
must not overlap, but may be worn in two or more rows if necessary. 
Knights Grand Cross, Knights Grand Commanders and 
Knights Commanders wear the Companion's ribbons upon the 
Undress garments. 



ORDERS AND DECORATIONS WITH PLAIN CLOTHES. 

The Stars and Broad Ribands of Orders, and the Badges of 
Orders worn suspended round the neck, and miniature reproductions 
of other Decorations and Medals are worn with Plain Clothes (Evening 
Dress), only on occasions where the Sovereign or the Royal Family or 
Foreign Royal Personages are present or at Official Dinners and 
Receptions. They are worn only with Evening Dress unless Special 
Directions are issued to the contrary. 

They are worn in the presence of Viceroys and Governors-General. 

The above rules do not apply to the existing custom of Knights 
Grand Cross of the various orders wearing their Decorations when 
attending Entertainments given by Knights of the same rank. 
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The Broad Ribands are worn under the coat and over the 
waistcoat.

The miniature 
Decorations and Medals are worn upon a bar and in the order 
described for Full Dress. The bar may extend across the lappel of 
the coat.

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COURT MOURNING. 

When a period of Court Mourning is announced, every wearer 
of Uniform or Court Dress must observe the rules indicated in this 
book. 

No indication of Mourning is worn with Evening Dress, and the 
White Bow Necktie is always used. 

Black Gloves are only worn when special orders are issued by the 
Earl Marshal or Lord Chamberlain. 



SALUTES AND HONOURS. 

It is customary for those wearing Uniform to salute with the 
Right hand, the Standards or Colours of Regiments. 

When saluted by a Soldier, Constable, or other Official, the 
Salute should be returned with the Right hand. 

The Right hand is kept at the " Salute " during the playing of 
the National Anthem, or the head bared by those holding civil 
appointments. 
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HINTS ON WEARING UNIFORM. 

No shirt collar or shirt neck band should show above the collar of 
garments that button to the neck.* A soft fronted shirt with white 
Cliffs is the best for use with uniform. 

When breeches are worn, pants should reach to the knees only, 
or a combination suit with the legs to reach the knees. 

With black stockings it is advisable to wear a thin pair of black 
cotton hose under the black silk. This prevents the flesh being seen 
through the silk. Both pairs should be well pulled up over the 
knees and should fit closely. Shoes should not have too thin a sole 
unless they are worn for dancing. It is not easy to cross a sanded 
road or courtyard with befitting dignity if very thin shoes are worn. 
Care should be taken to secure sword belts from showing below coats 
or waistcoats or above waistcoat openings. A loop of tape, or a 
safety pin adjusted from the belt to the braces w^ill help to keep the 
belt in place.

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HINTS ON THE CARE AND PRESERVATION OF 

UNIFORM. 

All gold and silver laced garments or articles should be folded or 
wrapped in tissue paper and placed in air-tight tin cases. Care 
should be taken that no article is put away damp. All articles liable 
to be eaten by moth should be unfolded at intervals and well beaten 
and brushed in the open air. 

Russia leather parings, powdered camphor, Naphthaline, carbolized 
paper, or turpentine sprinkled on brown paper should be placed 
among the articles of uniform which are to be packed away for any 
time. 

Gold Lace that has become slightly tarnished can be cleaned with 
a mixture of cream of tartar and dry bread rubbed up very fine 
applied in a dry state and brushed lightly with a clean soft brush.
